The non-competitive aptitude 
tests will be administered in 
room 2 of the Long Beach Post 
Office, 3rd Street and Long 
Beach Boulevard, and in room 
518 of the Los Angeles Post 
Office, 312 N. Spring St.

Applicant* should allow 
about one and a half hours to 
complete the tests, included in 
the tests is a general aptitude 
test, a modem language apti­ 
tude test, and. for those with 
a knowledge of French or 
Spanish, an additional one- 
hour language achievement 
test.

PRIOR KNOWLEDGE of  
foreign language is not re­ 
quired for Peace Corps service.
